est in what 1 may term that % terra 
incognita, if I may be pard for using 
a phrase from my own mother tongne.

wonderful progress has been made in the | 


discovery of the pole. We may then ask 
ourselves, who will be the first to tack his 
location netice on the gnawed and season- 
cracked surface of the pole itself, and what 
will he do with it after he has so filed 
upon is. 

Iceland, I presume, was discovered about 
860 a.., or 1,026 years ago; but the stam- 
pede to Iceland has always been uuder con- 
trol, and you can get corner lota in the 
most desirable cities of Iceland, ana wear 
a long, ricketty name, with links in it— 
like a rosewood sausage—to-day, at a low 
price.
